Annotated Cases, American and English — Containing the Impor- 
tant Cases Selected from the Current American, Canadian and 
English Reports, thoroughly Annotated. Editors, William M. 
McKinney and H. N'oyes Greene. Ann. Cas. 1917E. Edward 
Thompson Company, Northport, Long Island, New York, 1917.

We find in the present volume three Virginia cases admirably an- 
notated — they being Face v. Cherry, 111 Va. 41; Tanner v. Culpeper 
Construction Company, 117 Va. 154; and Ratcliffe v. Walker, 117 Va. 
569. We think it is to be very much desired that in these admirable 
reports there should be somewhere in each volume a list of the 
states showing the cases reported from each individual state and 
we are satisfied that such an amendment could be made with very 
little trouble. It would certainly be a great help to any one exam- 
ining the books. 

Amongst other admirable notes is. one on page 58 as to the mean- 
ing of the words "All Property" as used in Instruments, Statutes, 
etc., other than Will. On page 121, as to the Conflict between Pre- 
sumption of the Identity of Person from Identity of Name and An- 
other Presumption. In line with the Virginia case annotated, here- 
tofore referred to is the case of Kleist v. Breitung, etc., on page 1014, 
which is of interest in regard to the Liability of Parent or Guardian 
for Alienation of Affections. This case is on all fours with Ratcliffe 
&• Walker, although the facts in the case required a different deci- 
sion. Automobile owners will be interested in the note on page 588 
in regard to the Construction of a Statute Requiring Person Oper- 
ating Automobile to Give Name and Address to Person Injured. 
On page 888 is a note which seems somewhat novel to the average 
Virginia lawyer, as to the Right of Appellate Court upon Granting 
Another Trial to Limit Issues to be Tried by Jury. We are sur- 
prised to find out how much law there is on this subject which we 
thought too plain for argument.
